JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 6th 
August, but by the Pacific mail we have sixteen days’ later news, 
viz., to the 22nd August; the P. and O. mail of June 13 arrived 
out on the 28th July, the French mail of June 20 on the 8th 
August, and the P. and O., mail of; June 27 on the 11th August. 
The Japan Mail gives the following items of news :— 

We have been furnished with a summary of the reports sent 
in from the lately disaffected districts, describing the origin of 
the disturbances and the demands of the insurgents. ac- 
counts seem to agree that they have been quelled, and this, except 
in the case of Fukuoka, without difficulty or loss of life. There 
can be but little doubt that the organic revolution which Japan 
has of late years undergone has had a large share in provoking 
the disturbances, and joined to the ignorance of the y eape'd 
people has led to much of the discontent. But it must be ad- 
mitted that the Government has exhibited the utmost moderation 
and clemency in dealing with the miapudet country Sa pe and 
it may fairly be hoped that as it has shown its power and ability 
to act in case of need it may be spared the necessity for any fur- 
ther appeal to force. The country is now reported quiet. 

The first step has been taken towards the revision of the 
treaties. The Foreign Ministers have addressed a memorandum 
to the Japanese Government, stating that they are instructed by 
the several Governments they represent to resist any attempt 
that may be made to excise the extra-territoriality clauses from 
the treaties. The extra-territoriality clauses, it may be explained 
to readers out of Japan, secure to foreigners resident 4a that 
country the protection of their own laws, which, as a maiter: of 
course, are administered by their own officials, The Japznese, 
from a feeling of national pride, wish to bring foreigners within 
their jurisdiction—an ambitious hope, which, if ever realised 
at all, can only be so in the far future. The discussion of the 
treaties is not likely to be commenced before the autumn. 

There is. but little stirring in the political world of Japan. 
The Mikado and Empress ave enjoying the recess at Miyonoshta; 

“many of the Ministers are taking holiday. Some of the pul lic 
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offices are not open after eleven o'clock a.m., and the various 
educational institutions are closed for the vacations, The only 
mention made in the Japanese papers with reference to the 
Embassy to China is as follows :—“ Fhe Japanese Ambassador 
returned from China on the 26th inst. He was courteously re- 
ceived by the Emperor of China in person, this being the first 
occasion upon which he has thus received a ‘foreigner.’” We 
learn that the Japanese Consul at Shanghai states that the 
Chinese merchants are about to send vessels to Japan under the 
new treaty. 

The weather during the fortnight has been hot, asd un- 
usually dry. The rice-fields in the neighbouring vallies are 
parched up, and notwithstanding that the Japanese fear an ex- 
cess of rain as much as a protracted continuance of hot weather, 
it is feared the crops may suffer. 

The long continuance of hot weather has given rise to some 
apprehension that the fears of an invasion of cholera morbus may 
hot be without foundation. Up to the present time, however, 
no cases are reported in Japan, and it is alleged that none have 
occurred in Saigon, although rumours to the contrary effect have 
been prevalent at Hong Kong for some time past, and, as we 
learn, precautionary measures adopted. There is no small reason 
to dread the approach of cholera to this settlement, surrounded 
as it is with undrained and over-peopled village streets, Pre- 
cautionary measures are about being taken to prevent vessels 
coming from countries where cholera prevails to Japanese ports 
in quarantine. 

According to the Nisshin Shinjisshi the Mikado has addressed 
an order to his Ministers upon the subject of taxation. He re- 
fers to the inequality of pressure of the present mode of raising 
money for the State, and desires them to adopt some more 
equable and fair method of dividing the contributions over all 
classes of his subjects. 

The troubles which have in some instances arisen out of the 
loose and indefinite agreements made between foreigners and 
Japanese has induced the Government to publish regulations 
upon the subject which it enjoins upon its own people and com- 
mends to the adoption of foreigners. 

Mr. Mitford, lately Secretary to the British Legation at Yedo, 
has arrived, accompanied by a Mr. Smith, to obtain a concession 
from the Japanese Government to lay a telegraph cable from San 
Francisco to Yokohama. 

The large consumption of meat and the comparatively limited 
sources of supply occasion apprehension that the price, which 
has doubled within the last three or four years, may continue to 
rise. Supplies are, it is stated, available from the Bonin Islands, 

Complaints are being made of the unsatisfactory working of 
the inland telegraphs. It would seem that the Japanese work- 
men and sub-ofticials exhibit inefficiency in many cases, 

It is stated that the Mombusho, or Department of Education, 
has agreed to the renewal of the engagements with foreign 
teachers on the understanding that they shall not be required to 
work on Sunday. ‘This decision has atforded much satisfaction. 

A native paper reports the betrothal in France of a Japanese 
to a French lady who is said to be"possessed of f.1,000,000. One 
union of a French lady with a Japanese has already taken 

lace. 

A large number of French and North-Italian graineurs have 
arrived for the purpose of making their usual purchases of silk- 
worms’ ergs. No supply, however, is expected to come into the 
market earlier than September. 

The “(rand Hotel,” a new edifice on the Bund, which has 
been for some months in course of erection by a private com- 
pany, was opened on the 16th Aug. Mr. W. H. Smith is 
managing director. 

The adoption of foreign dress has been much retarded by the 
recent hot weather, and many of those who had been induced 
to commence its wear have subsided into their ordinary garb. 

It is stated that a further revision of the penal code has taken 
place, and that imprisonment with hard labour is in many cases 
to be substituted for the punishment of death. 

The additional statements with respect to Japanese finance, 
promised some time ago, are not as yet debtor 

The Atalanta, a Japanese-owned steamer of British build, 
has been run ashore. The accident is imputed to the Japanese, 
captain. 

ne Government has suggested that the various Kens should 
establish schools and select the ofticials by vote. 

The Stotsbashi gate, one of the oldest and finest of its class in 
Yedo, is to be destroyed, 

Messrs. Fletcher and Co, have sold the Peruvian barque Maria 
Luz for $7,250. 

The town of Uramoto has been destroyed by fire. About one 
thousand houses and some temples were destroyed. 





CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port tothe 10th 
August ; the French mail from London June 20 arrived out 
n the 4th, and the following P. and O, mail of June 27 on the 
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6th August. The following items of news are from the North 
China Herald :— 

Mr. W. G. Caine, formerly H.M. Acting Consul at Hathow, 
was brought to trial before the Chief Judge in the Supreme 
Court on the 6th August. Mr. Rennie appeared for the prose- 
cution, and Mr. Robinson for the defence. The indictment 
against the defendant may be summarised as follows :—1l. Lar- 
ag Px public money entrusted to him as a public officer. 
2. Lareeny of public money in his possession as a public officer. 
3. Embezzlement of public money. 4. Fraudulent application 
of public money. The jury found isoner guilty, but strongly 
recommended him to mercy, Sir und Hornby, in passing . 
sentence, said— 

It becomes my duty to pias upon you the settence which the law in- 
flicts, and which extends as high as fourteen yearw’ penal servitude. In 
inflicting the term of two years’ imprisonment, I am not influenced by 
any feeling that the offence you have committed is trifling—on the con- 
trary, I hold it to be one of the gravest character. A man of education 
and position, and employed in an office of great trust and confidence, 
who wilfully and with his eyes open violates that trust, is far more 
guilty, to my mind, than the poor uneducated man who is but imper- 
fectly aware of the obligations which he owes to society, and which society 
has never perhaps manifested any great anxiety to discharge [towards 
him. But 1 am influenced by the consideration that this punishment 
is practically a most severe one. The consequences of this verdict to 
you stretch far beyond the narrow limits of two years; and when that 
time hag passed, nothing but a life of the strictest honesty, self-denial, 
and earnest struggle to redeem the past, will ever perhaps wipe out the 
consequences or recollection of an act which has plunged your family 
and a large circle of personal friends in ;the profoundest grief. I am 
convinced that if you had exercised a moment’s judgment or thought 
in your capacity of magistrate, of the nature of the act which you 
were doing, you never would have committed it. My sentence is that 
you be imprisoned in Her Majesty's gnol at this place for two years. 

Subsequently Mr. Robinson moved for leave to appeal to Her 
Majesty in Council against the ruling of the judge upon certain 
points in the case. Leave to appeal was granted on three out of 
the four points raised. 

We have received a copy of the Customs Returns of Trade at 
Shanghai for the second quarter of 1873. We.note that the im- 
per of Grey Shirtings was 170,000 Nae more, but that of 

-Cloths nearly 1,000,000 pieces less than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1872; the figures in the latter case being 483,000, 
against 1,454,000. The import of English Drills during the quar- 
ter shows a great increase over the corresponding period of 1872, 
278,000, against 109,000 pieces ; while Dutch Drills fell from 
117,000 to 69,000. English Sheetings figure for only 5,000 pieces, 
against 38,000 ; and Lawns and Muslins 11,000, against 45,000 ; 
Turkey Reds rose from 3,000 to 33,000. The total import of 
Woollens shows an excess of 61,000 pieces over the correspond- 
ing quarter, and the increase is participated in by every kind 
except Long Ells. Metals, with the exception of Iron, show a 
decrease ; the most remarkable being Lead, which figures for 
bas piculs, against 44,000. 

e new connecting link between the Shanghai and Hongkew 
settlements, christened by the Council the “ Garden Bridge,” has 
been opened to traffic by the removal of the barriers which had 
guarded the approaches while the finishing touches were bei 
given to the structure. The bridge is an important practical aad 
not unornamental addition to the public marke of the Settlement: 
Its one drawback consists in the number of wooden piles neces- 
eary to secure its stability, and which are a defect eesthetically 
and from their obstructiveness. The approaches from either side 
are broad and easy, and the gradient over the whole span is 
gentle, though the rise at the ends might be made less abrupt b 

eightening the roadway gradually. The span is 385 feet, width 
forty feet, occupied by seven feet pathways on each side, and a 
roadway between of twenty-six feet. 

The drought in this and the peignbouring province of Cheh- 
kiang is beginning to cause serious apprehension of scarcity, 
amounting in the more remote districts to famine. Rice is now 
one-third higher than it was a month ago. Around Shanghai 
the country people have been favoured with good crops for 
several consecutive years, and though they may suffer consider- 
able inconvenience, ought to be able to stand a bad season. 
Farther inland, however, where tillage is at all times pursued 
under less favourable conditions, and where the partial exhaus- 
tion of the creeks renders it difficult to irrigate the rice-fields, 
the effects will be more severe. In the neighbourhood of 
Ningpo, we are told, the lake reservoirs usually kept up aga” ist 
a period of drought were drawn upon so extensively last year, 
without being replenished by a corresponding supply during the 
winter, that they afford no relief in the present emergency. 
over the country the people are “chinchinning” for rain ; but 
though the north and south seem to have had a sufficiency, the 
midland provinces are denied it. ; 

The foundation stone of the new buildings which are being 
erected for the Deutsche Bank and for Messrs. Sassoon’s new 
hong, in the compound of Messrs. D, Sassoon, Sons, and Co., 
was laid on the 4th Aug. 

The steamer Lee Yuen has been formally transferred to the 
China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company, the transfer price 
being Tls. 75,251. 

At Peking all is quiet; all the Ministers except Mr. Wade 
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have gone to Chefoo or to the hills. There has been heavy rains in 
the province of Chihli, and the rivers near Tientsin have again 
bua their banks. Choleraic complaints are prevalent. 

A Newchwang correspondent writes :—The last few days have 
been hot for Newchwang, and we have had hardly anything but 
rain for three weeks. Business is none the better for it of 
course. The Jroguozs is here, but the weather has been against 
anything in the aha of outdoor enjoyment. 

A Mission Church, built by subscription, has been opened in 
the city of Kwan-haiwee, about thirty miles from Ningpo. 

Cholera is reported to prevail at chow. Our correspon- 

_ deat rts a violent storm there on the 29th July, which will 
pcatcip hat relieve the drought. 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 16th August ; the French mail from 
London July 4 arrived out on the 15th August. The following 
items of news are from the China Mail :— 


The Gazette announces that the Secretary of State has approved 
of the Ordinance for the better provision for the regulation, in- 
spection, and ap roval of the fittings of ships intended for the 
conveyance of Chinese emigrants, to be abarked at porta and 
places out of the colony. 

A bad case of piracy, in which twenty-six natives were mur- 
dered, is repo from Lintin, some twenty miles from Hong 
Kong. The junk attacked was a trader between this and Hai- 
nan. She came from the latter place with a cargo of pigs and 
native produce. Having sold the goods, she took in a quantit 
of opium and piece goods, and sailed for Hainan on the 10t 
August. When she was near Lintin she was encountered by 
six or seven piratical craft, which opened fire on her. She re- 
turned the fire, and her first shot hit one of the pirate boats, and 
injured (probably killed) some of the pirates. On firing her 
second round, one of the guns rebounded, and started from the 

i knocking the gunner overboard. She continued the 
fight, Reweier, until her ammunition was exhausted, when the 
pirates came alongside and boarded her. They commenced tran- 
shipping her cargo, first keeping the crew at bay. When they 
bad completed the ransacking, they bound the crew, numberin 
twenty-seven in all, hands and feet, and threw them Srertoand, 
That having been done, they scuttled the junk. Three of the 
crew managed to get themselves unloosened and hailed a boat 
which happened to be passing by. The boat took them in, and 
they requeated to be taken to Hong Kong, where they reported 
the matter at the pig-lans. Three of the lan keepers contributed 
1,200 cash as a remuneration to the boatmen who rescued the 
three distressed men. The matter was then reported to the 
police, who communicated with the Government, and a Chinese 
gunboat and H.M.S. gunboat Avon have gone in quest of the 

rates. 

The steamer Esmeralda was wrecked on the Luzon coast on 
the night of the 22nd hes hands being saved. The Esme- 
valda had left Manila for Hong Kong and Amoy, laden with a 
full cargo of hemp and sugar, and having on board thirteen cabin 
and. 175 deck passengers. Shortly after 9 p.m., the vessel then 
going about nine or ten knots, she struck on the Fraile rocks—a 
portion of the reef known as the Tortugas, and lying about two 
miles off that part of the Luzon coast forming the province of 
San Balas. Directly breakers were seen ahead orders were given 
to stop and reverse the engines, but they were too late, and the 
ship struck heavily on Stary pinnacle, and she filled almost 
immediately. The boats were lowered and the mails and pas- 
sengers were landed by about noon of the 23rd. Awning and 
sails were sent on shore to make tents, but scarcely any pro- 
visions could be got at. A Spanish gunboat, the Sudoeste, re- 
ceived on board the passengers and part of the crew, and having 
landed them at Manila returned to the wreck, on behalf of the 
underwriters. She succeeded in saving fifty-one cases cigars and 
112 bales of hemp, besides stripping the ship as far as poasible. 
The hull was sold by public auction on the 2nd of August for 
$5,025 and the cargo for $471, the same person buying both. 

A mutiny has occurred on board the Peruvian ship Luisa 
Ganevaro, which reached Macao some days ago dismasted, with 
766 passengers on board. Two coolies are said to have been 
kiHed and several wounded, but, according to our informant, 
neither the local authorities nor the Peruvian Consul have made 
any investigation into the matter. Is there no coroner at 
Macao? 

The Hon. R. Rowett has given notice of a motion in Council 

itting barristers to take business from clients without the 
Intervention of solicitors. The head of the leading mercantile 
houses and managers of banks have signed a memorial support- 
ing the motion. 

A y of mandarins have gone to Shanghai, en route for 
Shantung by land. They are sent for by the Governor of that 

vince, who intends to open an arsenal and ship-building yard 
m that locality. These mandarins will, as they recat, take 
elose observations of the physical characteristics of the several 

aces they visit, with the view of selecting a site. They will 

ost probably have their establishment near Chefoo, aswe learned 
from one of the mandarins in question that an opinion in favour 
of that place has been expressed, 
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The Hong Kong, Canton and Macao Company’s new steamer 
Powan intends to run her maiden trip on the Pearl River on the 
16th Aug. She is going to make two trips weekly, and is under 
the command of Captain A. Benning, formerly captain of the 
a8. Little Orphan. 

We regret to note the death of an old and popular resident in 
China and this colony, Mr. G. F. Weller, who for some yeara 
has been a managing partner in the house of Messrs. Augus- 
tine Heard and Co. A large number of residents attended his 
funeral, most of the Americans in the colony being present. 

A fatal quarrel has taken place between two boatmen— 
resulting in the one striking the other three blows with an iron 
knuckle-duster, from the effect of which} the man assailed almost 
immediately died. The assailant was arrested. 

The Malay Ahmet was executed on the 4th August for 
murdering the Serang of the British ship Onward, on her voyage 
up from Australia. 

Chinese placards foretelling alarming disasters have been posted 
up all over the colony. 

The Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation held its 
usual half yearly meeting on the 13th Aug., when a dividend of 
$7.50 per s (or 6 per cent. for the year) was declared, 
and the finances of the Bank were shown to be in a most satis- 
factory condition : 

The Chairman, Mr. L. D. Sassoon, having read the notice convening 
the meeting, remarked that before he would propose the adoption of 
the report (which was published in our last issue) he would offer a 
few remarks with re; to the bank’s position. There had been a 
rumour that the bank’s reserve fund had been encroached upon in 
order to meet losses; he would say that the rumour was quite un- 
founded, and that the bank’s reserve fund and all the old accounts, so 
far as the directors knew, were quite intact. With reference to failures 
in the China trade, the bank was not*affected, and all possible losses 
had been fully provided for. As regards the Pier and Godown Com- 
pany, its prospects, as every one knew, were in a very precarious con- 
dition. The amount advanced by the bank to it under a mortgage of 
its property and a bill of sale was about $110,000, but the property two 
years ago had cost the company $290,000, so that any logs on that score 
would not be likely to occur. He then proposed the adoption of the re- 
port, which was unanimously carried. 

The confirmation of the appointment of Mr. André as a director was 
proposed by Mr. Pyke, seconded by Mr. Joost, and unanimously carried. 
A vote of thanks to the chairman and the directors for their able man- 
agement having been carried by acclamation, the meeting separated. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 24th August ; the 
French mail from London July 18 arrived out on the 18th 
August. The following summary of news is from the Straits 
Times :-— 

The cholera, which at no time has prevailed here to any alarm- 
ing extent, has very materially abated, and there is good reason 
to hope that it will shortly entirely disappear from our midst. 
The official returns of the number of cases, and the deaths that 
have occurred from this disease, should have the effect of reas- 
suring the authorities at the ports with which we are in commu- 
nication, and induce them to remove the restrictions that now so 
seriously inconvenience the trade and passenger traffic of the 
place. There would appear to have been but little ground for 
the alarm that has been occasioned by the Government telegrams 
on the subject, and it is to be hoped no time will be lost in in- 
forming other Governments of the true state of affairs. The 
Siam Advertiser of the 24th July gives a tabular statement of 
the deaths from cholera from the 22nd June to 11th July. The 
total number given is 5,156, an enormous number for the popu- 
lation and the interval of time. 

There have been two meetings of the Legislative Council 
during the fortnight. The first, on the 11th August, was mainly 
occupied in discussing the application of the promoters of the 
Penang Wharf Scheme for a free grant of Government land, 
together with a concession for the wharf. The concession was 
granted in a modified form, it being considered proper that if 
the Wharf Company wanted all the land marked out in their 
scheme they should purchase it from Government, asa free grant 
of it would merely afford them facilities to monopolise the ware- 
housing of goods to the detriment of the merchants of that 
Settlement. The Hon. Thomas Scott gave a notice of motion 
for information as to the reletting of the Opium and Spirit Farms 
for three years by the Government without submitting them to 
public competition, which the hon. member thought, in view of 
the approaching change in the head of the Government, showed 
a want of consideration for his Excellency’s successor. The 
Governor forestalled the motion at once by stating that the 
Farms had been relet with the unanimous advice and consent of 
the Executive Council, in concert with the Maharajah of Johore, 
who is interested with this Government in the matter, owing to 
an arrangement made by which the Singapore and Johore farms 
are leased jointly. 

At the next meeting, on the 2lst August, fuller information 
on the subject was given. The explanations, however, have not 
been wholly satisfactory to the public, as there exists a strong 
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impression that a very considerable increase in the rent might 
have been obtained ; and his Excellency has, in thus cutting 
away the ground from under his successor’s feet, laid himself 
open to the suspicion of favouritism, perhaps to the detriment of 
public interests. At the meeting on the 2lst the same honour- 
able member brought forward another motion, that in view of 
the approaching change in the Executive, it was undesirable to 

roceed with any legislation save that urgently called for. His 

xcellency at once replied that it was not his intention to pro- 
ceed with any legislation save that of the most pressing nature ; 
but there may be a difference of opinion as to the urgent nature 
of some of the Bills which the Government has introduced, and 
which his Excellency would 5 pare to have set his heart upon 
inflicting upon us before his departure. It is earnestly to be 
hoped the promise he has given may be interpreted in its strictest 
sense, 

Though we have had occasional showers of rain, the weather 
here has for the past three months been uncommonly dry. The 
wells of drinking water in the town have run dry, and in some 
(listricts good water has been unobtainable at any price ; conse- 
quently, water of the most unwholesome nature was sold to the 
inhabitants, and the public health has suffered seriously. Added 
to this, the exhalations from the beds of the canals and the filthy 
drains have aided to develop the diseases that have prevailed in 
our midst, that might have Bost dispelled had there been a plen- 
tiful supply of wholesome water for public use. The weather 
within the past few days has given promise of improvement. 
The atmosphere is moist and agreeable, and light continued rains 
have been falling, which, if they hold fora few days, will remove 
the serious danger that has for some time stared us in the face, 
of a total failure of our present water supply for the town. This 
should prove to the Government the urgent necessity that exists 
for completing the waterworks. 

Reports are current at Batavia that there is a prospect of the 
second Atchinese expedition being undertaken in October next. 
Oue brigade of the expeditionary force will be organised at 
Padang: a battalion has already been despatched hither from 
Java, and reinforcements will follow during the present month. 
The Court of Inquiry into the causes of the failure of the former 
expedition is still sitting, and will, it is said, sit for two months 
longer. Official returns rate the strength of the blockading 
squadron off the Atchinese coast at twenty-three vessels, 

In consequence of a telegram from the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Penang, that unless the Laroot disturbances were speedily 
checked there was-danger of the riots extending to Penang, the 
Governor has left for that Settlement in H.M.S, Thalia. 

There was a slight shock of earthquake felt here on the after- 
noon of the 19th Aug., the motion was vibratory, causing a giddy 
sensation to those who experienced it, and lasted about three 
minutes. 

An order of the Governor in Council, published in a Gazette 
Extraordinary, cancels theformer order establishing a quarantine 
for vessels from Siam. 











Commercial Report.

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IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—The business transacted had been of the meagrest 
character and upon the smallest scale, nor was there on the part of 
buyers any evidence of a hopeful feeling as to future trade. They were 
very fully stocked, and though availing themselves as largely as possible 
of the favourable position of the market, they were not justified in 
operating more considerably. A fair quantity of Grey Shirtings had 
changed hands, chiefly the heavier weights. But in other respects the 
market had shown little animation, and with the exception of Taffuche- 
lass, which was in moderate demand for a time, and Turkey Reds, of 
which small packages were readily saleable, there would seem to be but 
little doing. For Yarns there was but little demand, and prices had 
not altered materially. Woollens and Woollen Mixtures had been in 
exceptionally small demand, and business in them had been restricted. 
Some parcels of China figures and Checked and Black Orleans had 
realised somewhat better rates, but the market for Mousseline de Laines 
is stagnant, and there wus no demand for Cloth. Iron and Metals had 
been without any demand.j 

CxHEFoo.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabé, and Co. report :—During the past 
month there has been very little doing in Manchester goods, and holders 
have had to submit to a slight reduction to effect sales. At the mo- 
ment there is a fair inquiry for 8} 1b. Grey Shirtings, but other fabrics 
are neglected, Drills especially being in heavy stock with no demand. 
Woollens are scarcely ever asked for, and quotations are purely no- 
minal. 

Haxkow.—The transactions for the fortnight in all descriptions of 
Piece Guoda had been unusually small, which may be partly accounted 
for through the high state of the river, but as it was receding an im- 
provement would probably take place. 

SHANGHAI.—Cottons: A very general collapse in the demand had 
taken place, and quotations in the absence of business of importance 
were nominal. This extreme dulness may be attributed to several 
c.uses, Tientsin merchants complained that prices were lower in the 
Northern markets than here, and continuous heavy rains had given rise 
to an apprehension that the country may be flooded. In the central 
provinces, on the other hand, a long-continued drought was seriously 
affecting the growing crops of rice and cotton, and further prevented 
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free communication with the markets of the interior. Again, money in 
native circles here was very tight, interest being paid from day to day 
at the rate of 20 to 30 percent. per annum. These were the chief 
causes of the present depression, but with continued firmness in ‘ ° 
chester, and in the absence of heavy supplies of goods, importers gene- 
rally looked forward to a better business in September. Woollens had 
shared in the general depression, and sales reported are very few. In 
Metals there was nothing doing. 

Foocow.—Sales had been as follows:—Grey Shirtings: 8.4 Iba, 
1,800 pieces at $2.55 to 2.70 per piece ; 7 Ibs., 500 pieces at $2.35 per 
piece. T-Cloths: 8 Ibs., 100 pieces at $3 per piece ; 7 Ibs., 100 pieces 
— per piece. Lead: 4,000 pigs, L.B., at $8 per picul, against 
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Hoye Kone.—The arrivals during the fortnight had been the follow: 
ing vessels, viz. :—S.S. Cassandra and Carisbrooke, and ship Sir Harry 
Parkes, all with fair supplies of Manufactured Goods. Business in im- 
ports had been confined almost entirely to Yarns to the neglect of all 
other Grey Staples. Holders generally were very firm, consequent 
upon better accounts from the North and greater firmness ‘in Man- 
chester, and as dealers were in pretty good stock there was little dis- 
position shown to enter into fresh transactions, 

Canton.—Lead : A few weak holders having di of their stocks 
the value had again improved, last sales of L.B. being at $7.70. W.B. 
was saleable at $7.90 to 7.95 per picul. Quicksilver was quoted at 
$140 to 142 per picul. 

Batavia.—The market for Cotton Manufactures continued to drag 
on in a very unsatisfactory manner, what demand there was being only 
for trifling quantities and at low rates. Consequently transactions had 
been insignificant, and it was only with single exceptions, when stocks 
were very light that dealers showed any disposition to purchase. Prices 
were very irregular. 

Srycapore.—Messrs. Boustead’s Circular says :—Business in Piece 
Goods has been dull during the fortnight, and importers have been 
pressing sales at lower prices. i Ibs, Grey Shirtings have been taken, 
but not toa great extent, at a decline of 24 to 5 cents. T-Cloths: 
Light weights have been wanted, 6 Ibs. and heavier goods have received 
little attention. White Shirtings : Fine makes have been in some request 
at weaker rates. Medium counts are quiet. 40’s Grey Yarn is still in 
excessive supply and holders have pressed sales at a reduction. Litcle 
doing in Fancy Cottons. Woollens are quiet ; and few sales have been 
reported. Iron is unchanged ; holders continue firm, but no transactions 
are reported. Yellow Metal has been dealt in to a fair extent and stocks 
are now somewhat reduced. Copper Sheathing is in moderate demand 
at about former rates. Zinc Sheathing is only saleable in very small 
quantities. Roll Zinc is enquired for ; supplies now here are small. 
Brasswire is in no demand. Pig Lead moves very slowly, the local 
demand being trifling and buyers for China decline to purchase at 
present prices. Steel is still in fair request, but stocks are now more 
scattered and prices are rather weaker. 

Penanc.—The import market had been unusually dull during the 
fortnight. Dealers were offering lower rates, Sales had continued on 
a very retail scale. Goods returned from Atchin, owing to the blockade, 
and in the hands of traders in the Bazaar, were being disposed of at 
very low prices.

TEA. 

YoxouaMa.—The business of the fortnight had been tolerably active, 
and settlements had reached about 10,000 piouls of all descriptions. 
Finest and choice tea were not coming forward as abundantly as could 
be wished, nor was the quality of the “good medium” class all that 
purchasers could desire. In low grades a large business had been done. 
The concessions agreed to by sellers and the favourable rates of ex- 
change had induced some activity in the operations of the fortnight. 

Hanxow.—Measrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s Report says :—We 
have again to report a quiet market for the last fortnight. Settle- 
ments are 7,750 cheats, 10,900 half-chests, 1,253 boxes, viz. :—552 
chests 2,309 half-cheste at 1s, 5d. to 1s. 7d. per lb. ; 5,220 cheats 7,283 
half-chests 453 boxes at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 47d.; 1,978 chests 1,308 half- 
chests 800 boxes at 1s. to 1s. 13d. The second crop is now pretty well 
all to hand, and we estimate it at about the same as last year, aay thir- 
teen to fourteen million pounds, Total arrivals to date, exclusive af 
Ningchow, are 44,430,000 lbs., of which thirty-one millions were first 
crop Tea. Last year to same date arrivals wero 42,418,500 lbe, the 
first crop then being only twenty-nine millions, or about two millions 
less than this year's, Third crop Teas are beginning to arrive, though 
not in sufficient quantity to enable us to judge of their merits. The 
quantity of these will be determined entirely by the course of the 
Shanghai market ; many native hongs have refrained from commenci 
operations in them until it is known how they are likely to be receiv 
there ; should prices rule at all on the scale of present London rates we 
may safely anticipate short supplies, but if the least encouragement Le 
given to Teamen there is nothing to prevent an export equal to or 
even larger than last year’s, in which case we may also look for a 
repetition of its disasters, On our market, buying the last few days 
has been confined to two or three houses, and though prices are mode- 
rate and show a slight decline on those previously ruling, they still 
range over home rates, and unless the Teas are supported by a short 
export we see little Ne po of a favourable aut-turn. 

Kivxtaya.—Black : 21,000 chests had come to hand in the fortnight, 
of which about 450 chests had been settled at Tls. 19 to 22, and the 
rest had been shipped to Shanghai on native account. Total arrivals, 
141,847 chests ; Stock, 2,876 chests. Green: 6,500 half-chests had 
arrived in transit for Shanghai on nativeaccount. Total arrivals, 7,000 
half-chests : Stock, 2,500 half-chests. 

Suanaual.—Black : The business of the fortnight had not Lean s0 
large as that of the previous interval, but prices remained without much 
change. A few of the later settlements of medium Oonam produce 
showed a decline of about a tael a picul, and Hohows were rather easier, 
but prices for other descriptions were well maintained. Common Teas 
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continued out of favour. Third crops had come’ to hand, but not in 
sufficient quantity to allow an opinion to be formed of the quality of 
the yield. Supplies had been fairly liberal for the time of year, and 
the stock showed a considerable increase. Settlements for the fort- 
night, 26,300 chests ; stock, 41,600 chests. Green: Supplies of the new 
country tea had been much delayed on account of the want of water 
in the canals, and the quantity yet to hand was comparatively light. 
In make and appearance these Teas were very disappointing, being, 
with few exceptions, of the same dull pvlish and mixed character as 
last year's, but possessing fairly good cup quality. Notwithstanding 
these drawbacks they had met with a fair amount of attention, at 
ea which only showed a reduction of from Tls. 5 to 8 per picul on 

year’s opening rates; and as the New York market was much 
below the prices paid, it was probable these settlements were intended 
for the London market. A quiet business had been done in Pingsueys 
at a further decline fos chops of inferior quality. Local-packed Teas 
had been in but small request, and a decline of Tis. 2 to 8 per picul was 
discernible. 

Foocow.—Transactions had been on a less extensive scale during 
the week. Prices showed no quotable change. Congou : Settlements, 
24,000 chests at Tls. 64 to 29; the better descriptions of second crop 
Teas were readily taken on arrival ; arrivals, 27,600 chesta. Souchong : 
Settlements, 4,300 chests at Tls. 15 to 34, and one small lot of boxes at 
Tis. 43, without change in rates ; arrivals, 2,300 cheats, Oolong: Set- 
tlements, 60 half-chests at Tls. 18} ; arrivals, 5,900 half-chests. Scented 
Teas : Settlements, 8,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe at Ts. 21 to 31, 
and 700 boxes Scented Caper at Tls. 21 to 24; arrivals, 9,000 boxes. 
Flowery Pekoe : Settlements, 680 chests at Tle. 28} to 52; arrivals, 
300 cheats. ; 

Amoy.—The Ooloong market was opened on 10th Aug. by the pur- 
chase of 2,700 half-chests of superior to fine cargo, at prices averaging 
from $27 to $32 per picul, which are considered fully $8 to $15 per 
picul under rates paid at the opening of last season. Buying had gone 
on very slowly at about same rates, and total settlements had been 
6,500 half-chests. No vessel had yet been placed on the berth for New 
York, and it was likely that most of the settlements would be sent to 
Hong Kong for transhipment to a vessel loading there. Purchases of 
ore had been made for the Australian market to the extent of 
2,560 half-chests, at $15.50 to $19 per picul for common to good cargo, 
which was as nearly as possible $4 per picul under the rates paid for 
similar Teas last season. 

Caxton.—The market has been dull and quiet, and the reported set- 
tlements have been small. 

SILK. 


Yoxonama.—Prices had receded $20. The lower range thus estab- 
lished tempted many buyers, and large purchazes having been effected 
toes had not only regained their lost ground but had advanced fully 
$10 on last quotations. Exchange, however, had been in favour of 
buyers, Settlements, 900 bales Hanks, 50 of Oshiu and Koshiu, and 
50 bales of Raws of the Government filature of Tomidka which were 
sold by private contract and shipped to Lyons on conditions and at 
prices which had not transpired.

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TYE BRITISH ASSOCIATION.—THE COAL FIELDS OF CHINA. 
At the meeting of the British Association on the 19th instant, 
Bir Rutherford Alcock presided in the Geographical Section, 
where an interesting paper was read on the distribution of coal 
in China by Baron von Richthofen. He said that the coal forma- 
tion of China was most extensive. Towards the coast inundationa 
had wasted away and destroyed some of the best coalfields, which 
were also most easily accessible by Europeans. The lower portion of 
the Yangtaze contained cual in scattered portions. Proceeding west- 
ward, the inundations had touched the coal measures so as to make 
them easily got at by exposing them on the surface. In the northern 
provinees the coal was very inaccessible, and not of good quality. A 
ittle further west the natives used coal as a cheap fuel, and a coal bed 
was said to exist there the thickness of which was ninety-five feet. 
The province of Shanse was the coal and iron province of China It 
consisted principally of a large plateau two or three thousand feet high, 
and this plateau was covered with coal measures. A large coal bed, 
twenty feet thick, extended for two or three hundred miles along the 
Great Wall. The price of coal in large blocks at the pit mouth was 
7d. per ton, and bituminous coal was in some places cheaper. The 
Baron said he spoke from knowledge gained by travelling in the coun- 
try during the four years between 1868 and 1872, his object. being not 
only geographical discovery, in which he followed in the footsteps of 
other explorers, but geological research, in which he struck out an 
almost new path, for he was able to visit almost every important coal- 
field in the country. If the carboniferous treasures of China could be 
easily conveyed to this country, our difficulties, the Baron considered, 
would be at an end. He considers China the richest coalfield in the 
world. Its mineral wealth, indeed, he holds to be inexhaustible ; and 
as for labour, the miners are content with sixpence or sevenpence a day, 
and neither strike for an increase nor agitate for short hours. One 
coalfield was spoken of as covering a hundred thousand square miles. 
Considering the cheapness of labuur, in conjunction with its mineral 
resources, the Barun broached the theory that China is eminently 
adapted for manufacturing purposes. Mr. Ney Elias followed with a 
paper entitled “Trade Routes throughout Mongolia and Zungaria,” 
and Mr. J. Thompson with a paper “On The Yangtsze as an Artery 
of Communication.” Mr. E. J. Oxenham next occupied the attention 
of the meeting with a description of “A Journey from Peking to 
Hankow.” Mr. Oxenham left Peking on the 2nd of November, 1868, 
and passed through the provinces of Chihli, Honan, and Hupei, travel- 
ling over ten degrees of latitude, and about 1,000 miles. He passed 
several villages where fairs were being carried on, and was struck by 
the courtesy of the people towards him. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock said the first paper opened up a large field of 
inquiry. Undoubtedly China possessed an almost unbounded coalfield, 
with abundanoe of ironstone and unlimited labour, and he wished that 
British workmen would learn in time that there was a limit to the de- 
mand for wages and short hours, and that it was not wholly impossible 
that the mineral treasures of China, and the industry and temperate- 
ness of the people, might become a rival to the great centres of manu- 
facture in England. Mr. Ney Elias’s paper showed that there 
had always been a great trade traffic from China to the very bor- 
ders of the Caspian, the Black Sea, and the Mediterranean, and proved 
how capable these hardy and good-tempered people were of traversing 
the most enormous distances with only cattle to aid them in transport. 
They must have found the trade sufficiently profitable, or it would not 
have continued for so many centuries. There would not appear to be 
any physical impossibility why a reilroad should not be made to connect 
Kulja with the North-Western Provinces of China, but the rulers of 
China at all events had not yet begun to consider what might be per- 
formed by the joint action of China and Russia in that direction. It 
was, however, to be hoped that the present Emperor, now that he had 
attained his majority, would really be induced to consider the advisable- 
neas of opening up the ccuutry. Europeans might travel freely through 
the country if they only knew something of the language, without 
incurring any danger beyond that which would be incurred in any 
country in Europe. He had no doubt that the danger to which many 
travellers bad said they were exposed aruse from their inability to 
make themselves understood by the people, fur the Chinese generally 
siya argument to force, and it was very rarely that they would not 
isten to a person if they found he could speak to them in their own lan- 
guage. The difficulties of that language are not so great but that Eng- 
lish merchants might master sufficient for ordinary travelling purposes 
if they would only turn their minds to it. The Russians found less diffi- 
culty than the English in establishing trades in the interior, simply be- 
cause they endeavoured to acquire a knowledge of the language. Mr. 
Thomson’s account of the scenery and the coalfields along the Yang- 
taze corresponded with that given by Baron von Richthofen, that the 
coal found close to the great river was limited in quantity and inferior 
in quality. The vast coalfield of Honan could nut be made available 
for our maritime purposes until lines and railroads were formed, but 
English people need not fear that they would ever have to go without 
coal, at least for cooking and household purposes, if they were willing 
to pay for the freight from China. 

Admiral Belcher said he had examined coal brought from China, and 
did not believe that there was one pound of good coal fit for steam 
purposes in any of the places examined east of Singapore. The coal was 
very good for household purposes, but was far tuv rapid in burning ever 
.to be used for our large iron vessels, 

The President said Baron Richthofen wished to explain that this was 
a total error, likely to mislead the public very much ; and he would, 
therefore, say a few words on the subject. Baron Richthofen said no 
doubt the cval of Borneo, Java, and Manila was of an inferior kind, 
and that of Formoga and Japan was formerly not of the best quality, 
but of gah pe that exported from the north of Formosa, or from 
Nagasaki, greatly improved. The coal of the maritime regions of 
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China had been nearly swept away by denudation, and even what re- 
mained was not the best. Within 200 or 300 miles of the coast, how- 
ever, coal of the very best kind was obtainable, sufficient to supply the 
whole world for a considerable time. Admiral Belcher made his ex: 
periments many years ago when this latter coal could not be procured. 

On the 24th Baron Von Richthofen read a paper on the loess and 
salt basins in Northern China. He said, when he arrived in Northern 
China he felt he would have a gigantic task in inquiring into the geo- 
logical structure of that country, because there had hardly been pre- 
viously any accurate observations to guide him ; but on investigation he 
found the structure of the country was very simple. It resembled, in 
general formation, the plain of the Danube, but everything was covered 
with the loess, or outer strata. Fields, trees, the traveller himself, were 
all covered with yellow dust, and the sun itself would appear for days 
as a yellow disc, on account of its thickness in the air. This loess 
differed from our marl in being perfectly porous, and in consequence 
Copious springs procecded from it. He found abundant bones of land 
animals and siall land shells perfectly preserved, but no fossils of sea 
fishes, It was impossible to imagine any scenery more monotonous in 
its general configuration ; we would think, to look at it in the distance, 
that it was perfectly adapted for the mancouvres of cavalry, yet such 
were the number of chasms produced by the porosity of the loess that 
the traveller who left the well-understood roads would soon find himaclt 
unable to proceed, and the engineer who would have to introduce 
railways into the country would find new difficulties to encounter. 
Northern China would be barren for want of this loess. Wherever it 
was not found in Northern China agriculture had no place, yet in the 
midst of it the country has been under the plough for 4,000 years, and 
was not yet exhausted. The inhabitants generally lived in caves, to 
which entrances were made by spiral staircases cut out in the rock, and 
places were selected where the ground was firm, This loess extended 
to heights of at least 10,000 feet, and he expressed a strong opinion that 
it could not have been the result of an aqueous deposit, or the largest 
hills must have been submerged, and yet there was no trace of the sea 
having been present. The agencies he suggested for producing it were 
the rains and the wind, and he pointed out that the peculiar character 
of Central Asia, as regarded inland seas having no connection with the 
ocean, favoured his view that the loess was a land formation. 


TEA ADULTERATION. 

The correspondence addressed to The Times on this subject has been 
continued, A letter has appeared from a “ Tea Broker,” in which it is 
sugested that the Adulteration Act has a most damaging effect on the 
tea trade. This correspondent admits that there is a “ fair foundation 
for some of the action which has been taken in respect of the admix- 
ture of iron filings and foreign substances,” but he considers this affects - 
a small extent of the import, while the injudicious proceedings in re- 
spect of colouring matter have perfectly paralysed the sale of all green 
tea. He thinks, therefore (and he has had a long experience) that there 
never has been an allegation, certainly no proof, of injury to health by 
the use of colouring matter, and that although the tea would no doubt 
be purer if uncoloured, yet it is scarcely fair to the merchants engaged 
in this important trade, practically to prohibit these operations, and 
inflict on them heavy penalties. The arguments used by this cor- 
respondent seem to be that because this state of adulteration has 
existed so long, it is unfair, both to the importer and retail dealer, to 
bring them into court and fine them for what their fathers have done 
for half a century before. 

The above letter has been answered by two correspondents. The 
first of these, “ Gunpowder,” thinks that a “ Tea Broker's” argument is a 
most censurable one, and he trusts and believes that the public gaze is 
now directed to the great good done by severely dealing with those 
gentlemen who endeavour to fill their pockets at the expense of the 
health of the nation. “A Buying Tea Broker” also writes to say that 
the “ Tea Broker” gives a very one sided statement of the effect of the 
Adulteration Act, and that any defect in the working of that Act 
should be attributed to reckless trading and weak holding. This cor- 
respondent says that one effect of the Act is already to be noticed in 
the improved purity of the green teas this year. 

At a meeting of the City Commissioners of Sewers, held at Guild- 
hall, Dr. Letheby, the Medical Officer of Health for the City, reported 
that he had received information of the arrival in this country of about 
870 chests of putrid tea, and he was informed that ninety of those 
chests had already been suld in the City and delivered to the purchaser, 
and the remainder, amounting to about 280 chests of 100lbs. each, was 
lodged in a bonded warehouse in the City, and therefore for sale. He had 
obtained a sample of the tea, which he submitted to the Commissioners 
for examination, and he found it was entirely composed of decayed and 
putrid tea leaves, and was altogether unfit for human consumption. 
He recommended that in case the remainder of the tea was offered for 
sale in the City, the solicitor be instructed to take the necessary pro- 
ceedings against the dealer. The Commissioners passed a resolution to 
that effect. 





At Thursday's mecting of the Associnted Chambers of Commerce 
Mr. Ormerod, of Halifax, moved, “That, cunsidcring the very great 
importance of the subject, it is the opinion of this assuctation that a 
select committee of the House of Commons should be appointed next 
session of Parliament to inquire into the various trade routes that have 
been proposed to open out commercial intercourse with the South- 
Western provinces of China ; it is therefore resolved that the executive 
council request Her Majesty's Government to assent tu the appointment 
of such committee, and to arrange for a motion to this effect being 
made in the House of Commons.” The resolution was carried. 

Owine to the continued absence of several members of the Inter- 
national Commission on the Suez Canal question, it is believed that 
the opening uf the Conference, fixed for Ist Octuber, will Le again 
adjourned.

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SIR RUTHERFORD ALCOCK AT THE BRITISH 
ASSOCIATION. 

Sirk RUTHERFORD ALCOCK’s speech as President of the 
Geographical section of the British Association was worthy 
of the occasion. With considerable force and clearness he 
sketched the progress of geographical science from the pe- 
riod when Jerusalem was believed to be the centro of the 
world down to the present time ; while his long residence 
in the East enabled him to speak with authority on that 
great problem of the day—the geography of Central Asia, 
On this question, more than any other, it is important that 
we should have what Dr. ARNOLD called a real and lively 
knowledge of geography, that is to say, a knowledge 
“ which brings the whole character of a country before our 
“eyes, and enables us to understand its influence upon the 
“ social and political condition of its inhabitants.” Unfortu- 
nately, until quite lately, the dense darkness which has 
overshadowed everything which concerns Central Asia has 
been lighted only by such will-o’-the-wisps as KLAPEOTTI'S 
imaginary travels, and the vague assertions of ignorant 
wayfarers. Recently, however, great advances have been 
made, and through the exertions of the two great European 
Powers in Asia—England and Russia—the time is not far 
distant, when every mile'will be surveyed, every mountain 
will be measured, and every river will be traced to its 
source, from the Caspian to the frontiers of China. 

Meanwhile the immediate object of each of the two 

eat Powers is to outbid the other for the trade of 

entral Asia and Western China. While we have been 
pushing our pioneers of commerce northwards and east- 
wards from India, Russia has been making herself ac- 
quainted with the marts of the Khanates and the Mongo- 
lian Provinces. Sir RUTHERFORD is of opinion that the 
British interests in Central Asia will be better served by 
establishing large fairs similar to those held at Kiachta, 
Nidjni Novgorod, and other pace, than by consigning goods 
to agents in Yarkand, Kokhan, or Tashkend. And pro- 
bably he is right, since it falls in with their usual mode of 
conducting business. But not so with Western China 
And on this point Sir RUTHERFORD ALCOCK’s remarks are 
well worthy of attention. By a recent convention with 
the ruler of Sikkim a trade route will shortly be made 
practicable through his territory to the Thibetan frontier. 
Beyond this point direct access can only be obtained by 
diplomatic action at Peking. Now that the regency which 
has hitherto created all the obstacles in our way has come 
to an end, and the Emperor has assumed the reins of power, 
the time would seem favourable for making a strong and 
decided effort to remove the obstructions created by the 
jealous and restrictive policy pursued by the late rulers of 
China. The opportunity must not be lost, and we trust 
that the matter will be strongly urged on the attention of 
the Government. Sir RUTHERFORD contrasts favourably 
the prospects of a route thus opened by the Assam Valley 
through the Mishmi country into the Chinese Province of 
Szechuen, with those proposed through Burmah into Yun- 
nan, and supports his opinion by the results of the travels 
of the learned and scientific Baron RICHTHOFEN, and the 
news lately received of the lamentable condition of Yun- 
nan. There is much to be said in favour of his views, and 
we hope that the matter will be carefully considered by the 
Chambers of Commerce, and that the Foreign-office will be 
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induced to take steps towards the attainment of so desir- 
able an end. We cannot dismiss this subject without men- 
tioning the service rendered by Baron VON RICHTHOFEN in 
reading his paper on the coal mines of China before tne 
members of the Association, and we are glad to see that 
the President paid a just mede of praise to him. 


THE pioneer steamer of the “ China Trans-Pacific Steam 
Company,” the Vasco de Gama, 2,500 tons register, is 
announced to leave London for Singapore, China and Japan 
on the 20th Oct. After discharging at Yokohama she will 
open the line between San Francisco, China and Japan. The 
agents in Yokohama are Messrs. Hudson, Malcolm and Co. 
The second boat for this line will be ready in about four 
months. 


Mr. T. T. Cooper, the well-known Indo-Chinese tra- 
veller, has been appointed political agent at Bhamo, in 
Burmah, on a salary of £1,440 per annum. This is the 
first appointment under the new system of grades in the 
diplomatic service. 





THE TRADE OF JAPAN.—CONSULAR REPORTS. 
(Concluded ). 
. KANAGAWA. 

Mr. Consul Robertson reports as follows :— 

The Custom-house not having made up the returns for the past year 
in the manner as heretofore furnished, I am enabled only to give re- 
turns of the import and export trade for 1872, without distinguishi 
between direct and indirect shipments. The figures for 1872 show as 
follows :—Imports, $20,063,125 ; Exports, $14,044,811 ; total Imports 
and Exports, $34,107,936 ; being $5,231,219 in excess of 1871. I subjoin 


a table showing returns of imports and exports for such of the pi 4 

years as the consulate records furnish me with :—

’ It will be seen that the excess in 1872 is in imports alone, 
showing a slight decrease. By a reference to the tables it will be ob- 
served that there is a marked increase jn such staples as yarn, cloth, 
and woollen and cotton mixtures, while shirtings show a diminution 
both in quantity and average value. The disparity in the total figures 
of 1872 and 1871 must not be taken as an indication that business has 
been of an exceptionally flourishing nature during the past year, for the 
market is glutted, and both yarns and piece goods are difficult to move 
off. Japanese taste is so fluctuating that the market has to be watched 
very closely, and where before shipments could be ordered without ex- 
ceptional care as to detail, it is now necessary to accompany almoat 
every order with an indent, minutely particularising every article, and 
so timing the arrival as to meet the immediate wants of the consumer. 
The trade, too, is in a great measure losing its staple character, and is 
assimilating to the Cape trade, that is, one of “notions.” Yarn, how- 
ever, the principal article of import, is not likely to be affected for some 
time to come by the growing taste that is evinced for foreign clothing, 
either as imported ready-made or in the material. The consumers of 
yarn are for the most part amongst the farmers and peasants, whose 
means debar them from following the foreign tastes of others of their 
countrymen, The yarn is eventually retailed in small parcels, and is 
worked up into clothing by the younger hands of the farmer's family. 

After noticing in detail the various articles of import, Mr. 
Robertson summarises the value of each as follows :—Cotton 
manufactures $8,374,703, woollen manufactures $4,654,191, mix- 
tures (cotton and wool) $1,237,166, metals $318,794, arms and 
ammunition $83,617, and miscellaneous foreign goods $3,293,213, 
local goods $2,101,261. With regard to the export trade Mr. 
Robertson writes :— 

The export trade of 1872 shows a value of $14,044,811, inst 
$14,431,486, in 1871, a decrease of $386,675. The three wciaciosl anti: 
cles of export, silk, tea, and silkworm-egg cards, fall to a small extent 
below 1871 in quantity and value ; but were I to add the amount ail 
value of rice exported, the value of the export trade would be aug- 
mented by a sum of $1,411,994, no less than pied lg ae of rice to 
the above amount having been sent from this port during the past 
year. The shipment of this cereal has been entirely on Government 
account, with the exception of a very small quantity that was put on 
the market and tenders, but this parcel was, I believe, bought in by 
the Japanese Government, and the auction, or sale by tender, was of a 
comparatively mock nature. The rents of rice lands being paid to the 
Government in kind, and a market offering in China, the authorities 
could not but wish to turn these accumulated rates to the best ad- 
vantage ; but it would have been, I think, more in consonance with the 
progressive spirit displiyed by Japanese in other matters had they 
placed the rice on the Yokohama market for public competition, giving 
due notice of the quantity to be sold. This eourse, and a liberal allow- 
ance of time for payment, would have given equal chances of benefit to 
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all, not to mention the stimulus that would have been given to freights. 
The rice has now been shipped altogether on commission, one or two 
houses only having been favoured with the orders of the Japanese 
Government. 

The total export of silk for the year has been 10,252 piculs, valued 
at $7,178,500, against 12,012 piculs, valued at $7,687,680, in 1871. The 
business in this staple during 1872 has been unsatisfactory, shipments 
having shown, more or less, heavy losses to exporters. The season 
opened exceptionally early, and first parcels of the new produce ap- 

in this market about the middle of June, and were at once 
ht up at very high prices—about 40 per cent. higher than those 
paid at the opening of the season in 1871. The eagerness of buyers re- 
mained unabated till August, the quality of the silk continuing very 
good. A change, however, soon took place in the beginning of Sep- 
tember, when the silk that came to hand was found to be much infe- 
rior, being foul and badly mixed, and reductions in price were sought 
from Japanese holders, but without success. Settlements, therefore, 
gradually fell off, and the actual shipments of the firet six months of 
the season 1872-73 showed a decrease of nearly 900 bales, as compared 
with the corresponding period of season of 1871-72. 

There is little doubt that it is to the improvement in the quality of 
the silk noticed in the first two or three months of the season that the 
eagerness of foreign buyers must be ascribed, notwithstanding the high 
ie demanded and paid, a proportionate increase in prices being 

ked for from purchasers in Europe, the staple being so much superior 
to that which had been shipped from this port for some three or four 
years past, and about which heavy complaints had been received from 
all of Europe. Unfortunately, things have not turned out to the 
satisfaction of exporters, and more or less heavy losses have attended 
latter shipments. It is not easy to explain the sudden inferiority 

parent in nearly all the parcels of hank silk that have come down 
since September last. Some are of opinion that the native dealers, 
having sold their parcels quickly and well, had become reckless as to 
the quality of succeeding batches, under the impression that the de- 
mand for export would be kept up, and that foreign buyers would not 
be too particular. On the other hand, it is given out that the silk 
reeled from the best cocoons was exhausted towards the end of August, 
thus leaving only second-rate and inferior descriptions. 

Silkworm-egg cards show an export in 1872 of 1,280,525 cards, 
valued at $1,920,787, against 1,445,645, cards, valued at $2,168,468, 
in 1871. 

In the beginning of the year business in tea was somewhat curtailed, 
owing to unfavourable advices of the state of the American market. 
Concessions on the part of native dealers subsequently induced opera- 
tions ; a large business followed, principally in common, good medium, 
and medium grades. In the middle of May, and fully a fortnight earlier 
than usual, parcels of the new crop appeared in the market, their early 
*p ce being probably due to steamer transport having been availed 

y the Japanese. The first parcels were eagerly bought up at prices $8 
higher than opening rates last season. An active business went on until 
October, when the market became comparatively quiet, November 
opening with a tendency on the part of native holders to accept lower 
nar A large business followed, the export showing about 1,300,000 
lbs. in excess of last year’s corresponding period. The returns give an 
export of 11,663,333 Ibs. for the year, against 10,558,267 lbs. exported 
in 1871. The prices paid during the year must have been very satis- 
factory to producers, although native merchants complain that rates 
paid in the plantations have been too high to allow of any margin. 


Mr. Robertson appends the following further remarks upon 
the trade of the port :— 


In the direct trade in British vessels from and to Great Britain and 
British Colonies, 88 vessels, with a tonnage of 59,811 tons, entered the 
port of Yokohama ; 84 of which, with a tonnage of 58,297 tons, were 
with cargoes, showing an increase of 3 vessela, with 2,379 tons of cargo 
tonnage over, in 1871. The clearances were in all 57 vessels, with a 
total tonnage of 39,893 tons, of which 55 were with cargoes, with a 
tonnage of 38,475 tons. In 1871 the total clearances were 49 vessels 
(37 with cargoes and 12 in ballast), with a tonnage of 37,479 tons, of 
which 26,262 tons represented cargo tonnage. ‘There is an increase, 
therefore, of 2,414 tons in the general, and 12,213 tons in the cargo 
tonnage. The excess in cargo tonnage is owing to large shipments of 
rice, principally to Hong Kong on Japanese Government account. 

In the indirect or carrying trade in British ships from and to other 
countries the number of ships and total tonnage entered in 1872 is 27 
vessels, with a tonnage 11,802 tons, against 48 vessels, with 25,007 
tons, entered in 1871, showing a decrease of 21 vessels and 13,205 tons. 
There were no entries under this heading “in ballast’ in 1871, while 
2 vessels, having a tonnage of 1,181 tons, arrived in ballast in 1872. 

I quite agree with the remarks made by the Chairman of the Yoko- 
hama Chamber of Commerce on the occasion of presenting the Report 
for 1872 to the Chamber, namely :—“ The great disadvantage Yoko- 
hama is at from the total absence of any facilities for the landing, dis- 
charging, and loading of cargo.” Both this, and the absence of any 
export staple of bulk, excepting tea and silk, which, however, do not 
materially gffect the general question of shipping, as the carrying 
capacity otc ie regular mail-steamers is fully equal to the demands for 
freight for these two staples, deter general shipping from resorting to 
this port. There is no doubt that the free export of cereals from Japan, 
without entering on the question uf benefit to producers and consumer, 
would certainly induce freight, and, so far as British shipping is con- 
cerned, give larger returns for this port. 

The year 1872 has witnessed the opening of the first railway in 
Japan ; the eagerness with which it has been availed of, the complete- 
ness of its management and its receipts, cannot but give satisfaction to 
the Japanese Government. I regret that I have been unable tw pro- 
cure information with regard to the cost of the line and the various 
disbursements which have gone to make up the total cost. It would 
ha ve been interesting to know the amount of compensation given for land 
enclosed by the railway, and how such compensation was assessed. A 
oo mparison of these ascertained figures, with the cost of similar un- 
d ertak:ngs in England, would interest both the speculative and the ge- 
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neral reader. The cost of railway construction in Japan should be 
cheap ; money is easily procurable; material plentiful and at hand, 
and labour cheap. Preliminary outlay, such as Parliamentary ex- 
penses, should be almost nil, and sums given as compensation are not 
likely to attain a high figure, a contrast to the expense of railway un- 
dertakings in England, where, to quote one instance, the Great Northern 
Railway Company, a sum of nearly £2,800,000 was spent before the 
actual construction of the line was commenced. It is to be hoped 
that the action of the Japanese Government in the matter of railway 
development will stimulate the sister Empire China in the same direc- 
tion. It is satisfactory to record that the line has been worked without 
accident, which, no doubt, is to be attributed to the foreign supervision 
and foreign workmen employed. 

The introduction of gas into Yokohama is an important feature of the 
year. The gas-works were completed and in working order on the Ist 
September, 1872. The total cost has been $115,000. The works 
as they now stand are capable of producing 1,500 cubic metres of gas in 
twenty-four hours, feeding 2,500 burners ; consumption of coal about 
200 tons a month. The gasometer measures about 48 feet in diameter, 
and is 15 feet high. The present actual production and consumption is 
about 600 metres. The receipts are about $1,800 a month. 


The Lighthouse Department maintainsits reputation for the excellenc 
of its administration and its desire to meet the requirements of naviga- 
tion, by placing lights wherever they are urgently needed. I reserve 
for my next report a more detailed statement of the progress of the 
works under this heading, since writing of them in the commencement 
of the year. 

The scheme of a Government postal system, for the benefit of all 
classes alike, was announced to the nation in a notification of the 
Council of State in February, 1871. Two months afterwards offices 
were opened in and for the transmission of letters between the three 
capital cities (Fu) of Tokiyo (Yedo), Saikiyo (Kiyoto), and Osaka, and 
the towns and villages along the Tokaido—the principal high-road of 
the Empire, which connects the two first-named cities. Events 
justified the wisdom of the Government in commencing the experi- 
ment on so limited ascale. For some months the amount of letters 
that left each capital by the daily post could be carried by a single courier, 
and although a conception of the nature and object of the institution 
gradually spread among the people, it was not till nearly a year after- 
wards that the heads of the postal department found it expedient to 
extend the line of communication as far as Nagasaki; and soon after 
arrangements were made with a native steam-ship company, by which 
mails were carried between the five porta open to foreign trade and the 
way ports on the inland sea. Although the amount of correspondence 
transmitted was still very small, the inland lines of communication 
were gradually extended, and by the beginning of August last the 
whole country, with the exception of the northern portion of the island 
vf Yezo, was brought into postal connection with the capital. Still the 
institution is as yet in its infancy, anil owing to the ignorance of the 
people, and consequent paucity of correspondence, many of the more 
remote stations are visited by the courier only two or three times a 
month. The expenditure is, of course, far in excess of the receipta. 
‘There van be no doubt that the graduated scale of postage rates is the 
principal impediment to the use of the post by the public. The system 
is sonewhat complicated, and the charges are far too high. A uniform 
rate of say two or three cents for a letter between any postal stations 
within the Empire would indefinitely increase the amount of corres- 
pundence, and in no long time lessen the disparity between expenditure 
aod receipts. 

Many newspapers have been started throughout the country, and show 
a better idea of the style and requirements of a newspaper than the 
semi-official Gazettes, misnamed newspapers, which appeared shortly 
after the revolution of 1868. . ; 

The movements of the Japanese Embassy have been watched with 
considerable interest by the mercantile community of this port. I 
speak more particularly with regard to the manner in which the minds 
of the Ambassadors are likely to be influenced by an inquiry into the 
different manufactures for which each country they visit may be cele- 
brated ; and how it is hoped the experience acquired by the Embassy 
may prove to its members that commerce constitutes the greatness of a 
nation, and that while the Legislature provides such laws as expediency 
directs for the governance of trade, it wisely abstains from a direct or 
active interference in the business transactions of merchants. 

The year has been remarkable for many social reforms, prominent 
among which is the freeing of the class known as “unfortunates” from 
the obligation of their contracts, to which, in many cases, there is 
reason to fear they had never been willing parties. The year is also 
noticeable for the establishment of a scheme of general education 
throughout the country ; legislation with regard to bankrupt estates of 
Japanese (the want of such having been materially felt in Yokohama), 
and the establishment of a Japanese law tribunal at this port. The 
business of this department is conducted promptly and well. 


THE CONSULAR REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF 











CHINA. : 
A Blue-book has been issued from the Foreign-office, contain- 
ing the reports from Her Majesty’s Consuls at Tientsin, Chefoo, 
Newchwaug, Hankow, Kiukiang, Ningpo, Foochow, Amoy, 


Swatow, and Canton on the trade of those porta during the year 
1872, The following is a summary of the reports :— 
TIENTSIN. : 
Mr. Consul Mongan estimates the total value of the trade—im- 
ports, exports, and re-exports—at Ts. 19,156,795, equal to about 
5,747,000. The imports of foreign origin are returned of the 
value of Tls. 10,549,474, and {the} net value of the trade of the 
rt (ascertained by deducting the re-exports) is set down at 
Ms, 16,999,448. The total for 1871 was Tis. 18,557,682, and 
the figures, therefore present a decrease for the year 1872 of 
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Tis. 1,558,234, or £467,480. This decrease is entirely in boporte, 
exports having increased to the extent of £125,857, and had 
arisen chiefly from a falling off in the importation of cotton 
goods—especially of grey shirtings and T-cloths—-and of opium 
to the extent of about Tls. 173,787, or £532,136. With reference 
to this diminution Mr. Mongan writes :— 


The foreign merchants are unanimous in assigning the impoverish- 
ment of the people, resulting from the floods of 1871-72, as the chief 
cause of the diminished importation of grey shirtings and T-cloths. 
The other causes given are an overstocked market, and the pressure of 
the likin contribution, and other local taxation, as well as the fact that. 
goods have lately been finding their way from Chinkiang and Hankow 
into inland markets, which had formerly been supplied through Tien- 
tsin. The pressure of the likin at this port—I may say, indeed, in this 
province—is very slight as regards cotton piece goods. It is pretty 
clear, I think, that the diminished importation of these staples in 1872 
cannot be ascribed to excessive inland taxation, for once this becomes 
excessive, inland transit passes are pretty sure to be applied for, and I 
am not aware that one of these was taken out last year. 

The falling off in the importation of grey shirtings and T-cloths in 
1872 was caused chiefly, I believe, by the market having been over- 
stocked in 1871, in which year the grey shirtings imported showed an 
excess of 320,966 pieces, and the T-cloths an excess of 255,306 pieces 
over 1870. This fact seems a sufficient explanation of the phenomenon, 
especially when it appears also that in all the other kinds of cotton 
Piece goods of English manufacture (dimities, velvets. and velvetcens 
excepted), 1872 compares favourably with 1871. Had the falling off in 
the importation of grey shirtings and T-cloths been due last year to any 
great extent to the distress caused by the inundations, it is but natural 
to suppose that this distress would have had a like depressing effect 
upon the whole of the cotton piece goods market. The people, in fact, 
who, it may be presumed, have suffered most from the floods of 1871-72, 
namely, the poor agriculturists and working classes, are not the people 
who buy Manchester goods ; but the market must be injuriously affected 
indirectly by the flooding of the country, and unless the water can be 
drained off the large area which is still submerged, and effective 
measures be taken to prevent the re-bursting of the banks of the 
Yungting and other affluents of the Peiho and Pehtang rivers, the 
distress now existing must increase as the savings of former years be- 
come exhausted, and the money which, even for prudential reasons, 
must be devoted to ita relief by the well-to-do classes, will diminish 
the purchasing power of the latter, and so lessen the demand for foreign 
goods, and thereby injure foreign trade. 

The distress caused by the floods of 1872 following those of 1871 
may explain to some extent the falling off in the importation of Indian 
opium last year, but will not at all adequately account for the very 

tt decrease which the returns exhibit, the total quantity of all kinds 
Malwa, Patna, and Benares) imported in 1872 having been 623,664 
1bs., against 903,093 Ibs. in 1871. Nor will a comparatively excessive 
importation in 1871, and consequent glut of the market, account for 
it, as the total quantity of Indian drug imported in 1870 was 904,480 
lbs. There can be little doubt that last year’s deficit in this cage was 
due principally to the excessive likin taxes in this province, and to the 
competition of native opium. Up to November, 1871, the likin levied 
at Tientgin on foreign opium was Ts. 17°85 per picul (183 Iba.). The 
tax was then raised to Tls. 32°56 per picul ; and [ am informed that 
likin is now levied also at Tungchow at the rate of Tis. 26°40; at 
Paoting-fu, at that of Tls. 34°65 ; and at Peking, at that of Tls. 39°60 
per picul on foreign opium. In consequence of these heavy charges, 
the drug, which used to be supplied through Tientsin to the great inland 
markets of Honan, Shansi, and the north-western provinces, is now 
sent from the Treaty ports on the Yangtsze, especially Chinkiang. 

The net value of the goods imported direct from Great Britain last 
veer was only Tis. 105,786 (£31,735), and the present aspect of this 

ranch of the Tientsin trade seems highly discouraging. Since 1869, 
indeed, its value has been annually declining ; but last year's fall was 
. Very remarkable, and indicates, I fear, the failure of the system of 
direct shipments from England to this port:—Thcir estimated net 
values for the last four years were—In 1869, .Tls. 906,920 ; 1870, 
Tis. 631,291 ; 1871, Tis. 622,484; 1872, Ts. 105,786. This appre- 
hension is not shared, however, by the merchant who was the chief 
direct importer last year. He attributes the falling off in 1870-72 
es pecs to adverse circumstances, viz., the massacre and the floods.” 
T hope he may be right, and that this and future years may see the 
direct trade revive. 

The value of the Russian goods shipped for Hong Kong and 
the Treaty ports was Tls. 14,970, and of the tea landed for 
Kiachta 1,898,761 ; making a total of Tis. 1,913,731 (£564,119), 
and showing an increase of Tls, 826,664 (£287,999) on the transit 
trade of 1871. . 

Nearly five times as much treasure was imported in 1872 asin 
1871, chiefly on Government account, in connection with the 
Emperor's marriage, whilst the export, on the other hand, shows 
a very great falling off, and this notwithstanding a considerable 
export of copper cash, shipped also on Government account. 
The total decrease had been Tis. 2,106,544, equal to £631,693, 
and was due chiefly to the diminished importation of opium, 
and partly to the general falling off in the import and increase in 
the export trade. 

The number of foreign residents in Tientsin and Taku is stated 
at 149-—ninety-three men and fifty-six women and children. 


CHEFOO. 

Mr. C. W. Everard, Acting-Consul, reports a marked increase 
in the trade of the port as compared with 1871, the improvement 
being observable in both Imports and Exports, A summary of the 
returns under the several headings present the following results : 
—Imports, 1872, Tls. 7,058,538 ; 











Tls. 2,754,649 ; increase, Tls. 579,037. The total increase in trade 
had therefore amounted to Tls. 1,120,989, or £336,296. Of 


Treasure the import had been £3,923, and the export £11,771. 
The total amount of Customs Revenue for the year had een 
£103,428, which was an increase of £12,488 over the revenue for 
1871. Mr. Everard offers the following remarks upon the im- 
provement in the trade :— : 

It is satisfactory to note a steady increase in the importation of British 
merchandise, though there has been a considerable falling off in that 
great staple, grey shirtings, and, in a lesser degrec, of T-cloths, to be 
accounted for by the overstocked state of the market both here and at 
Shanghai, and the low prices generally prevailing. The deficiencies in 
these two staples, however, has been more than made up for by a large 
increase in the importation of drills, jeans, chintzes, and damasks ; 
drills alone standing at 48,687 pieces as compared with 21,841 in 1871. 
Cotton yarn is in a fair way of realising the hopes entertained for it in 
last year’s Report, having increased from 454 piculs, worth Tis. 18,626 
in 1871, to 2,280 piculs, worth Tls. 72,984 in 1872. Woollens also com- 
pare very favourably with last year ; lustres have increased from 19,151 
pieces to 32,859 pieces. Broad cloth and Spanish stripes are also con- 
siderably in excess of last year; lastings alone show any considerable 
falling off. Mctals also show an increase, especially lead and quicksilver. 
The sale of opium has been somewhat in excess of last year, notwith- 
standing the fact of the likin tax having been raised in March from 
Tis. 17 to Tls. 30. Native opium appears to be generally making its way 
in the market. The poppy is cultivated to no small extent in this pro- 
vince, though not in the immediate neighbourhood ef the port. 

The export of yellow silk shows a falling off of 287 piculs as compared 
with last year; this is to be explained partly by the requirements of 
the Imperial wedding, for which large quantities were made, and partly 
by the inferior quality of the new crop. Prices fluctuated from 
Tis. 320 to 380 per picul, the year closing at Tls. 330 per picul. Of 
silkworms' eggs 4,000 cartoons were exported to Italy, but they are 
likely to be the last, as the Chincse have taken to supplying bad eggs. 
The importation of Japanese egys is also about to be abandoned, as 
thongh a success as far a3 production and rearing of the worms, yet the 
silk being of a greenish hue finds no favour with the Chinese. The ex- 
port of straw braid has doubled itself, showing 15,184 piculs, against 
7,011 during 1871 ; some 10,000 piculs were exported to Great Britain. 

The returns relating to shipping show that the total of British 
vessels entered and cleared was 467, the tonnage being 194,914 
tons, and the value of the cargoes £1,401,847. The number ef 
foreign vessels entered and cleared was 704, amounting te 
301,775 tons, the value of the cargoes being £1,785,273. The 
grand total was 1,171 vessels, 496,689 tons, value of cargoes 
£3,187,121. The report says :— 

Five sailing-vessels came direct from England, two with cargoes of 
Cardiff coal and the remaining three with general merchandise, destined 
partly for this port, and partly for Tientsin and Newchwang. 

It was hoped that the successful venture of the steamer Enterprise, 
which came direct from England last year with a general cargo, but 
principally cotton goods, would have given a great stimulus to the 
direct trade of the port, and be fullowed up by several other stcamers, 
but these hopes have been doomed to disappointment, probably owing 
to the over-stocked state of the market in piece-goods and the low 
prices they have been fetching. 

The lighthouse so long promised to be erected at the extremity of the 
Shantung Promontory is still a thing of the future, though said to be 
positively going to be erected in the course of 1878. So much has been 
said in former reports with reference to the urgent necessity for the 
speedy erection of a lighthouse at that particular spot, that I need only 
add that this is more than ever apparent since the two wrecks which 
occurred in its vicinity. 

NEWCHWANG. 

From the report of Mr. A. 8S. Harvey, the Acting Consul, we 
learn that a considerable improvement had taken place in both 
the import and the export trade of this port, the figures showing 
larger totals than in any previous year since 1869, A comparison 
with 1571 presents the following results :—Value of imports 
1872, Tls. 3,371,289, 1871, Tls. 2,691,847, increase Ts. 671,442 ; 
value of exports 1872, Tls. 2,000,502, 1871, Tls. 1,452,309 ; in- 
crease, Ts, 548,193 ; total value of imports and exports 1872, 
Ts. 5,371,791, 1871, Tls. 4,144,156 ; increase Tls. 1,227,635. The 
total value of imports and exports in sterling is set down at 
£1,639,242, against £1,303,194, the increase therefore being 
£386,048. : 

“The number of British vessels entered and cleared during the 
year had been 168, of 69,716 tons, against 146 vessels of 50,934 
tons in 1871; there had thus been an increase last year of 
twenty-two vessels and 18,782 tons. The total trade of the port 
in foreign vessels had been larger by nearly £400,000 than in 
1871, and by more than £60,000 than in 1870, A: 

With reference to the import trade Mr. Harvey wites :— 

The importation of cotton piece goods was unprecedentedly large, 
the quantities having been 432,377 pieces last year, against 243,450 
pieces in 1871, 257,298 pieces in 1870, and 208,346 pieces in 1869, an 
increase of nearly cent. per cent. The best rates for cotton goods were 
obtained during the first two months of the season, April apd May. 
After May the supply was much greater than the demand, and prices 
were lowered ; but although in some instances goods were sacrificed in 
order to barter for produce to load vessels, a small profit was averaged 
on the quotation of goods in Shanghai. Towards the closing of the 
port, and during the winter, the higher rates were again obtained, ex- 
cept for T-cloths, which are rather lower in value, owing to the con- 
siderable quantity in stock. On the other hand, woollen piece goods 


1871, Tis. 6,516,586 ; increase, | were less in demand throughout the year. There was aleo a consider- 
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theless there was an increase in metals generally, the quantities of 
copper sheeting, iron wire, tin in slabs, quicksilver and lead, contrasting 
favourably with those imported in previous years. The large increase 
in Chinese imports, such as nankeens and silk piece goods, speaks well 
fofthe general prosperity of the district, which cannot be so accurately 
measured by the import of foreign goods, influenced as the latter is by 
causes less purely local. 

Although the returns show a alight decrease in the import of opium 
during last season, there has been in reality a largely increased con- 
sumption, some 700 chests more having been consumed in 1872 than in 
1871. The stocks remaining over after the season of 1871, together 
with the whole of the fresh import, are now disposed of ; and, as there 
is no stock in hand to clog the market, a large increase in the importa- 
tion of Indian drug may be looked for during the coming season. The 
price of native drug has risen, in consequence of the exertions of the 
authorities, both here and in the adjoining provinces, to carry into 
execution the Imperial proclamation prohibiting its growth. A smaller 
quantity has therefore been produced, and the price is now nearly equal 
to that of foreign opium. Sales have been made chiefly by bartering 
drug against produce for shipment. 

The direct trade with Great Britain continues to develop. The Man- 
chester Goods brought out in the Yarra were disposed of so favourably 
that it is likely two ships instead of one may be despatched this year 
from London for Newchwang. 

Under the head of “ General Remarks” we find the following 
observations in the Report :— 

An export trade to England, which hardly amounts to £2,000, would 
not deserve notice were it not that both silk and wool are produced in 

quantities in this Consular district, and might become staple 
artacles of export if they could be disposed of to advantage in the 
English market. The late Consul Meadows, in more than one of his 
Commercial Reports, drew attention to the silkworms of this province, 
and to the advantages which might accrue to the port if a trade in native 
silk could be developed. It would be premature to anticipate the re- 
sult of a mere experiment, and whatever may be the possibilities of the 
future, it is at least certain that a considerable time must elapse 
before an export trade of any magnitude can be developed with Great 
Britain. 

The present importance of Newchwang consists in its indirect trade 
in foreign guods, and in its carrying trade in Chinese produce. In this 
connection it must not be forgotten that the prosperity of Swatow and 
Amoy is to a great extent bound up with that of Newchwang. It was 
stated by Mr. Consul Adkins, in his Report for 1871, that 33 per cent. 
of the coasting trade of Swatow is due to its connection with this port. 
The tables forwarded herewith have chiefly reference to the whole 
foreign trade of the port, which in round numbers may be valued at 
close on £2,000,000 sterling. Of this about 75 percent may be claimed 
as British, if under British trade be included not merely goods carried 
under the British flag, but imports of British, Indian, or Colonial origin, 
and exports destined for Great Britain and her colonies, under what- 
ever flag they may be carried. This would give, in round numbers, 
£1,500,000 sterling as the value of British trade at this port. 

The remaining 25 per cent. of the trade which is not British chiefly 
consists in Chinese produce imported or exported in German and other 
foreign vessels. As carriers, the Germans continue to be serious rivals, 
and are gaining ground. Last season they greatly outnumbered us in 
ships entered at the Custom-house, there being 116 entries of German 
vessels as against 84 of British. The capacity, however, of the British 
ships exceeded that of the German by 875 tons, the tonnage being re- 
spectively—British, 34,858 tons; German, 33,983 tons. This is due 
to the size and numbers of British steamers employed in the coast- 
ing trade; there having been last year 18 British. steamers, car- 
rying 11,807 tons, against 5 Germans, carrying 2,285 tons. On the 
other hand, the number and tonnage of sailing vessels were as follows : 
—66 British, of 23,551 tons, 111 German, of 31,698 tons, There are 
several reasons usually assigned for the superior success of the Ger- 
mans in carrying on the coasting trade in sailing vessels. In the first 
place, they work their ships with greater economy. Both men and 
officers receive less wages and enter into longer agreements. On the 
other hand, the crews seem to be more comfortable, and to be more 
satisfied with their condition than British merchant seamen. Instances 
of desertion, to obtain the higher rates of wages given in British ships, 
arerare. In the second place, the masters, as a rule, are of a higher 
class than are found in British sailing vessels. They are always intelli- 
gent and well educated, and some of them are men of culture and re- 
finement ; consequently —and this is probably the most important 
element in their success—they are polite and considerate with the 
natives to whom they are consigned, and are slow to treat them ina 
contemptuous or disdainful manner. They are, therefore, very popular 
with the Chinese, who, though they do not readily resent an affront, are 
‘extremely sensitive to rude and overbearing treatment. Thirdly, Ger- 
man houses pursue the policy of allowing the master a per centage on 
the earnings of each ship, and of encouraging him eventually to pur- 
chase a share in the vessel. Finally, thc German sailing vessels are 
said to be better adapted by their construction to the coasting trade ; 
and thir original cost has probably been much less than that of British 
ships of equal carrying capacity. 

No local failure has taken place for some time, and there is more con- 
fidence in the native hongs than last year. Altogether it may be con- 
cluded that the trade of the port was both healthy and lucrative during 
the last year. 

I am glad to be able to state that there has been an entire absence of 

‘wrecks, collisions, or important casualties of any kind among the ship- 
ping ; and Lloyd’s agent informs me that it is almost the only season 
when he has had no unpleasant occurrence to report upon. This im- 
munity from disaster is mainly due to the establishment of the lightship 
Newchwang, by which the entrance to the port has been rendered as 
safe as it is possible to make it. The navigation across the bar and in 
the river is rendered more secure by the services of a very efficient 
body of pilots, and by the excellence of the harbour regulations. 
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Mr. Harvey brings his report to a conclusion with some re- 
marks upon the mineral wealth of the country in the vicinity of 
the port. Gold and silver, iron and coal abound, and a great 
future of prosperity may he predicted for Southern Manchuria 
when its resources are more fully developed. The quality of the 
coal has been proved to be excellent, and foreign appliances for 
working the mines and proper means of transport are alone re- 
quired to create an important coal trade. The great mineral 
wealth, however, can never be properly availed of until steam 
and foreign engineers have rendered their assistance.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.*) 
RorrerDaM, Serr. 17. 

We have been very busy in Parliament, a very important week being 
opened by a vehement attack by the Conservative press upon the 
Ministry, for having opened the Chamber with a Royal Speech which 
gave no foreshadowing of the yew measures to be brought forward. I 
need not say that, under present circumstances, it would have been 
absurd even to hint at new measures when it is clear that the Ministers 
are only in the position of a Cubinet d’affaircs. The outcry of the Op- 
position is, however, excusable. It must have been a terrible disap- 
pointment for the whole party when Mr. van Lynden failed to form a 
Cabinet ; but is this the fault of the actual Ministry? Surely not. 
After the opening of the Session the First Chamber met, and the Go- 
vernment gave sume elucidation of the Ministerial crisis. Mr de Vries 
declared that the King had invited the retiring Ministers to continue 
in office, to try and find another Minister for the War Departmeut, and 
to endeavour to introduce such measures as should find favour on both 
sides of the House. The First Chamber appeared to be well content 
with the position of affairs ; our Lords seemed to be content. Mr. van 
Goltstein asked what the Government intended to du regarding the re- 
organisation of the means of defence and the Reform question. Mr. 
de Vries answered that the first question could only be answered when 
a new Minister of War had been found ; and as to the second, he would 
reply when the necessary returns would be handed to him. No remarks 
were made on the tenor of the Speech from the Throne, except that 
the Opposition tried to insert in the colourless reply a hostile amend- 
ment in the Atchin paragraph, regarding the unsatisfactory blockade. 
This, however, was rejected by 23 against 9, and the whole address 
was approved of. 

Thus the Chamber did not waste any of the national time, but the 
Second Chamber acted quite differently. The discussion upon the 
address in reply to the Speech from the Throne was preceded by an 
outbreak on the part of that suappish member of the Opposition, Mr. 
Nierstrasz, who interpellated the Cabinet respecting the Ministerial 
crisis. The outlines of his fulminating specch are that the Ministi 
ought to have put their fortfolios at the disposal of the King muc 
earlier than they did ; that this hesitation resulted in Mr. van Lynden 
having but ten days to form a Cabinet, a period within which it was 
impossible to fulfil his task, so that faute de mieux the Liberal Cabinet | 
returned to office. He criticised sharply the appointment of Mr. Otto 
van Rees as Vice-president of the Council of India, because this gen- 
tleman had, in a speech made in the Chamber, urged that the war with 
Atchin ought to be continued as energetically as possible, and that the 
whole territory of the Empire of Atchin ought to be annexed. This 
declaration from a member who has since been promoted to the very 
highest functions in Java—except those of the Governor-General—had 
placed another obstacle to the formation of an Opposition Cabinet. 
The debate continued at great length, but not much light was thrown 
upon the process of the Ministerial crisis. Mr. van Reenen, who was 
firat invited to form a CabMet, said he had at once declined the honour, 
and Mr. van Lynden made a few remarks, but he did not, and, it must be 
said, he could not, give any history about his confidential negotiations 
with the King. The Premier, Mr. de Vries, stated once more that he 
and his colleagues fervently hoped that they would soon be replaced 
by another Ministry, and he said that if Mr. van Lynden had asked 
him to hold office ad interim, in order to give more time for the forma- 
tion of a Ministry, he would have been willing to do so. This was the 
meagre result of the prolix debate. In to-day's sitting the Premier 
revealed, to a certain extent, the programme of the Ministers. The 
Bill for the extension of the fortress system will not be withdrawn ; a 
Reform Bill will be laid befure the members as soon as possible ; the Bill 
for the re-organisation of academical instruction will be dealt with as 
soon as possible ; and proposals will be made to promote the extension 
of railways in India and Holland. 

If our political condition leaves much to be desired our financial po- 
sition is, at least, flourishing, as was proved by the “ budget speech,” 
which was delivered last Saturday. Since the year 1867 our Budgets 
have shown a more or less important deficit, so that the last financial 
statement showed an unfavourable balance of £.45,140,647.40hc. This 
deficit has been wholly cleared off, except an amount of £.2,658,525.86, 
and, moreover, we have expended on the extension of our railway system 
more than sixteen millions, whilst, at the same time, an amount of 
three and a-half millions has been advanced by the Government to the 
Amsterdam Canal Company. The deficit for 1874 is estimated at 
f.6.101,674.054, but it is intended to spend on Behalf of railway exten- 
sions an amount of £.6,500,000, bringing the total expenditure upon 
railways to 1384 millions, without having increased our National Debt 
one penny. There is, however, a reverse to the medal. Without the 
yearly contribution from Java—the result of our squeezing system— 
our financial position would be anything but sa'‘isfactory, and this con- 
tribution is estimated for 1874 at f.10,560,250—that is a little more 
than in the preceding year. The Minister, however, hopes that the 
time is approaching when we shall be able to do without the Golden 
; ee “Our Own Correspondent” is prevented by illness from forwarding his usual 
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Calf, and with this intention it is evident that the Minister does not 
intend to abolish any of our taxes, but only to reorganize the system of 
collection. 

An election must take place in this district in order to fill the vacant 
seat of Mr. Otto van Rees. The only candidate at present is Mr. R. 
P. Mees R. Az, a Liberal, and it is probable that he will be elected. 

Some days ago our Minister of the Foreign Department received from 
the Vice-Minister of the Education Department of the Japanese Govern- 
ment the statement that he had introduced an Instruction Law, which 
is chiefly organised on the basis of that of Holland, and derived from 
the information afforded him during his stay at the Hague. A copy of 
the law, richly bound in silk, accompanied the letter, and this is now 
in course of translation. 

The Queen is about to start for a trip abroad. She will stay about a 
fortnight at Vienna. 

The Red Cross Society has held its annual meeting. It was stated 
that the cash at the end of 1871 amounted to f.40,321.83, and in 1872, 
at the same date, to f.51,317.87. The expenditure in connection with 
the Atchinese expedition had been f.35,110.45. 

In the principal towns preparations are being made for the festival to 
be held throughout the country next year, when King William will 
have been twenty-five years our Sovereign. 

In a short time the King of the Belgians will visit our King at the 
Hague, and will inspect all our new waterworks. I regret that the new 
canal from this town does not improve, but rather the contrary. 

The Japanese Government has engaged at a salary of f.3,000 Mr. J. 
N. Westerwiel, now foreman engineer of the sluices at Katerveer. He 
will start in a few days, accompanied by the civil-engincer, Mr. Tiesse, 
bia was recently appointed engineer in the Government service of 
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Monetary and Commercial. 





The report and balance-sheet of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation for the half-year ended 30th June will be 
found in our sane columns. 

It is announced that the Governments of England, Austria, and 
Italy are agreed concerning the proposals to be supported at the 
Suez Canal Conference, which will open at Constantinople on the 
Ist proximo, and that their representatives have reciprocally com- 
municated the instructions they have received from their respec- 
tive Governments. 

The report of the Delhi and London Bank states that the net 
profits for the half-year ending 30th June last amount to 
£9,739 2s. 7d. A dividend is recommended at the rate of 4 per 
cent. per annum. The sum of £500 is to be placed to the fur- 
ther reduction of the loss sustained through the late firm of 
Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., £2,000 to meet deficiencies on re- 
alisations in the “lock up” account, and £486 12s, 7d. is to be 
carried forward to the new account. 

At the meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China, on the 15th proximo, the directors will recommend 
an interim dividend for the half-year ended the 30th June at 
the rate of 5 per cent. per annum. At the corresponding date 
of last year, owns to a loss by the failure of Messrs. Gledstanes, 
there was no dividend. The shareholders will be asked at this 
meeting to confer powers on the directors for renewing the 
Bank’s charter. 

At the meeting of the National Baak of India (Limited) a 
dividend was declared at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 
The profit for the six months, it was stated, amounted to 
£45,039, out of which £25,000 was added to the reserve fund. 

Since the 19th inst. the Manchester market has presented a 
quiet but steady appearance. A fair inquiry has been expe- 
rienced, and a moderate business has resulted. There is, how- 
ever, no activity or animation, and producers find it difficult to 
sell to the extent they wish at last quoted rates. 

The demand for Bar Silver has ceased, and the price has 
therefore declined ; it may be quoted at 59d. to 594d. per oz. 
standard, buyers at the former, sellers at the latter rate. Mexi- 
can Dollars have been placed at the former rate of 574d. per oz. 
for both descriptions of coinage.
